I  he  purpose  of  the  Recietition  Association  shall  be  to  stimulate  interest 
in  a  program  of  wholesome  physical  acti\'ities,  to  promote  recreational  parti- 
cipation and  accomplishment,  and  to  contribute  to  the  developments  of  the 
ideals  of  health  and  sportsmanship.
